The so-called conservatives in the

TOPOLOBAMPO (Sinaloa, Mex.) 
July 1—The commerce of the Pacific 
Ocean amounts to $5,000,000,000 per 
annum. A new gateway to the Pacific 
has been found and is being opened. 
This new gateway is Topolobampo, on 
the coast of Sinaloa in Mexico, in the 
Guif of California. It is one of the 
greatest harbors of the world, and it 


"| is destined to become an important 
commercial and political seaport. Ua- 


til within the past few years the har- 
bor was practically unknown. The 
harbor contains fifty-four square 
miles of water surface, twelve and 
a half of which are from twenty-five 
to ninety feet deep. This is more an- 
chorage than there is in front of New 
York, Brooklyn, Jersey City and Har- 
lem combined. The depth over the 
bar is twenty feet at low water, and 
there is from ‘five to six feet rise of 
tide. The bay is mountain-locked, 
and all the navies of the Pacific 
could ride safely at anchor in the big- 
gest storm which the Pacific bas ever 
known. It is im latitude 26 and is on 
a line with New Orleans and Canton, 
Chima. It is midway between Guay- 
mas and Mazatlan and about 200 miles 
both, and it is nearer to every 
city in the United States and Canada, 
east of the Mississippi and St. Law- 
rence valleys, than any other point on 
iae Pacific Coast. New Orleans wil! 
save 1100 miles in getting to the Pa- 
cific, at Topolobampo instead of going 
to San Francisco. New York will 
save 800 to 900 and Chicago some 600 
miles in attaining a Pacific port.. Liv- 
erpooil, England, can send freight and 
via New York and Topo- 
lobampo, to Australia, Hawaii, Ma- 
nila and Japan 200 miles shorter than 
via New York aad San Francisco. 
It was practically discovered in the 
seventies by a young engineer, A. K. 
Owen, who was at that time making 


surveys of the Pacific Coast for the 


Mexican government. Mr. Owen saw 
the immense possibilities of the place 
2 a port, and set about trying to 
build a railroad. He projected one 
called the Texas, Topolobampo and 
Pacific Rallroad, and sought the nec- 
essary capital in the Bast and in Ene- 
land, but did not succeed. and . the 
project languished. Now Mr. Stillweil 
of Kansas City, has undertaken the 
task, and In the name of the Kansas 
City, Mexico and Orient Railroad, 
(commoniy known as the Orient, ) is 
-bullding the road. 4 consiaerable 
portion has been built. It is being 
built im sections; from Kansas City; 
and Texes; in Chihuahua, and from 
Topolobampo. The road, starting 
from the T end, runs to 
Fuerte, 101 kilometers, (and this sec- 
tion has been completed and is now 
in @peration;) from Fuerte over the 
Sierra Madre Mountains to Chibua- 
hua; thence to Presidio del Norte. 
where it crosses the Rico Grande: 
thence on to San Angelo and Sweet 
water, Texas, and thence to Kansas 
City. At Kansas City, it is to con- 
nect with the Gould system for the 
East. The company hes until Decem- 
r 31, 1906 to complete the road. 
eanwhile the Southern Pacific ‘is 
building a branch line from their Ari- 
zona point, running south te Guay- 
mas, and thence to Topolobampo. 
third company is said to be coming in 
from Bil Paso, the 


opolobampo. 
Orient railroad is completed and in 
operation, it has been figured that it 
will cut the trans-Pacific mall time 
two to three days. 

The port, as to its real estate set- 
tlement and development, has been 
mapped end platted, and its develop- 
ment is to be done by a New York 
company; the town is to be bullt ac- 


Back from the port the country rises 
slightly to the foothills of the Sierra 
Madres. Immediately around the 
townsite and adjoining it, the land is 
extremely fertile; it is stated that it 
will grow two or three crops per year. 
ordinary crops. At present most of 
the acreage is in sugar cane. A com- 


pany has ju : 
mill, and just finished its first season's 
run. It has made 20,000 boxes of 


under irrigation. The water suppiy 
comes from the Fuerte River twenty- 
five miles distant, and is conducted 
by ditch to the land under irrigation 
which’ is about seven to twelve miles 
from the river. A large, 
irrigation ditch seven miles long. 
which is alleged to have cost well 
over $100,000 with its laterals, sup- 
plies the water for the agricultural 
land. The railway brings the water 
for the townsite. The water supply 
is at present unsatisfactory, and 
there is going to be an opportunity 
for some company to construct an 
adequate water supply for the future 
city. In all probability a reservoir 
will be built in the foothills and the 
water brought from the mountains. 
Oranges, lemons, grapes, and sub- 
tropical fruits generally are the 
growths most in evidence. I have 
seen splendid fields of corn and al- 
falfa, but, as yet, little or no wheat, 
oats, barley, etc. I should expect the 
country, however, to become a mag- 
nicent fruit country. At present it is 
only in the Incipient stage. It is yet 
largely covered with brush. But the 
price of it is $50 per acre. Settle- 
ment is as yet sparse, robably 
there are not more than 505 people 
bere, all told, and half of those are 
peons. The railway at Topolobampo 
station handles, on an average, some 
1250 tons of freight per month. The 
road has only just been opened, and is 
not yet accepted. It is, however, run- 
ning trains every day between To- 
1 end Fuerte. Construction 
to be completed in the States frst 
80 as to save freight of hauling con- 
struction material. Three steamer- 
loads of steel rails are coming from

AUTOMOBILE NOTES. 

In a recent issue the advice was 
given to drivers of automobiles to take 
the “lower” road, through Puente and 
Lemon and Spadra to Pomona, rather 
than the upper“ road through — 
dena, Monrovia, Azusa and Lords- 
burg, on account of a stretch of fresh- 
ly-olled road near Pomona. That was 
true last week; but now the of) has 
been covered or absorbed, so there is 
little inconvenience on that score. 
Even if there were, the more interest- 
ing upper road should be followed, 
and this olled road could have been 
avoided as follows with no loss of 
time: At Azusa straight east a mile; 
turn right half-mile; left one and a 
half miles to Giendora, following grav- 
eled road all way; at Glendora follow 
graveled road east one mile; straight 
on to end of road; right quarter-mile; 
left half-mile; to right through War- 
ren’s ranch to county road; turn left 
over Schuler’s hill, after crossing 
bridge at foot keep south mile over 
Brownlow hill to San Dimas; then left 
and follow graveled road to Pemona. 
If going to Riverside or Redlands, 
after crossing this bridge go south 
quarter-mile; then left (by half-dozen 
pumping plants.) about three miles to 
San Antonio avenue, south to Harri- 
son; east to Claremont; then inquire. 

The distance from Los Angeles to 
Santa Barbara by Cah Pass, 
Calabasas, Conejo Pass and Ventura, 
108 miles. The shortest route to Ven- 
tura is 73.5 mijes; from there, by Cas- 
tas Pass, to Santa Barbara, 38.5 
miles, making 109 in all.

There has been no scarcity of fish 
alongshore since last Sunday, and the 
ranks of the mid-weekers have been 
un to summer standard in consequence. 
Reports from the home of the corbina 
and yellowfins have been meager, but 
those who went after bass had uni- 
formly good sport. 

Tides have served well the latter 
half of the week and a good tide exists 
today for those who will be on the 
field until dark, the water attaining 
its height tonight about 7:10 o'clock. 
This is rather advantageous to those 
who throw out off the beach, provided 
the breakers are not leden with kelp 
and sea wrack which have been an in- 


ern more for two weeks, preventing 
all fishing at times when other condi- 
tions were propitious enough. 

From San Pedro Bay come tales of 
fair sport with good-sized yellowfins 
and occasiona! catches of China croak- 
ers, but the festive spotfins seem to 
have knocked off operations for the 
summer, and steadfastly refuse to bite. 
More croakers have been caught out 
in the surf the last two months than 
have appeared inside. Their reappear- 
ance is hardly expected in force before 
the middie of August, it being often 
noticed by croaker fishermen that 
midsummer is a siack time. 

Bass have been running a little bet- 
ter than usual and in consequence the, 
breakwater, Port Los Angeles and the 
rocks south of Redondo will be well 
patronized today. At the breakwater 
a few nice catches of bia yellow-bellies 
were made last Sunday and good fish 
have appeared thereabouts at intervals 
ever since. 

Trolling outside remains far inferior 
to th: usual sport at this season and 
the vower-launch rod-and-reel contin- 
gent are speculating on what improve- 
ment September will bring in their fun, 
having practically given up hope ot 
anv very good sport before then.

On July 
4 and the day previous, more corbina 
of over four pounds weight were land- 
ed at Ocean Park than have been 
known thereabouts for many years. 
The majority of veteran fishermen are 
at a loss to account for the treat, and 
most of these who were on the spot 
lost no time in getting down to work, 
relegating their ulations until such 
time as the big fellows leave. It can 
hardly be expected that they will re- 
main-in that vicinity very long. 

Santa Monica used to be a famous 
ground for surf fishing, and Ocean Park 
Was fairly reliable for good catches at 
one time, but various causes conspired 
to drive away many of the most 
varieties. rmen the 
growing scarcity to the dumping of 
gas-house refuse into the ocean 
through the sewer, and others picked 
different reasons. The sudden reap- 
pearance of the big fellows rather 
shattered these pet theories, but it re- 
mains to be seen whether the schoo!

These are types which are to be found 
in any community and conseqnently, 
are fairly characteristic of most towns. 
In addition, there was the grand Jame 
of the place, a rich. woman, very gen- 
erous and kindly, who always heads 
subscription lists and whose name al- 
ways is first of those present. Then 
there is the village Lothario and wag, 
who has intense flirtations with ev 
ery visiting young lady and who is 
a great hand with the girls. His frivol- 
ities are common talk, and nobody ex- 
cept the visiting young lady takes um 
veriously. There also are the two

And as fillers there is the young man 
from the city, the breezy commercial 
traveler who occasionally makes the 
town, and a bevy of young ladies and 
children. 

“It may be said that these types are 
conventional and hackneyed, but if 
a defense were necessary, it would 
be supplied by the obvious fact that 
all small towns are conventional and 
the adventures oof the social set 
rather hackneyed.,. 

“After drawing several cartoons in 
which all of these characters appeared 
it was but natural that a slandor plot 
should develop and it was easy to in- 
troduce a consecutive interest in the 
series.

Mrs. Gilbert's Plars. 

It is to be hoped that nothing will 
interfere with the plans of Mrs. G. H. 
Gilbert the oldest and one of the 
best-beloved women of the American 
stage, to make a farewell tour of the 
United States next season in 
“Granny,” a play written for her by 
Clyde Fitch and accepted by Charles 
Frohman, Mrs. Gilbert is now in her 
83rd year. She was born in Roch- 
dale, Lancashire, Eng., October 21, 
1821, but despite this accident of 
birth her professional careed has 
been practically all spent in this 
country. She calls herself an -Amer- 
ican woman. She began her stage 
life at the Old Haymarket as a dan- 
cer, under her maiden name of Miss 
Hartley. In 1846 she married 
George H. Gilbert also a dancer, in 
the company of Tagliani, and three 
years later the pair emigrated to this 
country. 

It was at John Elislers theater in 
Cleveland that Mrs. Gilbert deter- 
mined to abandon dancing for acting. 


Stoops to Conquer” were her first 
pasts there. She made a distinct hit 
in John Brougham's “Pocahontas,” 
and this eventually led to her en- 
gagement in the Olympic theater in 
New York. The variety of her effort 
is illustrated in the fact that in the 
same year of her “Pocahontas” suc- 
cess she played Lady Macbeth with 
Edwin Booth in the Louisville stock 
company. She entered into Augustin 
Daly's service in 1869, and as a mem- 
ber of his organization appeared in 
many prominent roles, winning the 
esteem of the public and the affection 
of her associates.

David is to receive 50 
per cent. of the gross receipts, with 
a guarantee that her receipts shal! not 
fall below $1250 a coficert. The first 
concert will take place in Carnegie 
Hall, New York, and the tour will 
comprise about a dozen cities.

vnly be the case if non-union labor 
is proved to be economically more pro- 
ductive and more valuable, and in that 
case it will be better for the working- 
men as well as employers and cap- 
italists. The labor unions have 
brought this threatening issue upon 
themselves by the methods they have 
been pursuing, and the only escape 
from its consequences lies in a radical 
change of methods. 

There is but one way in which un- 
fon labor can maintain itself in the 
industrial contest, and that is by prov- 
ing itself superior as a productive fac- 
tor to non-union labor and more de- 
sirable for those who put their capital, 
their energies and their intellectual ca- 
pacity into the conduct of industries 
and the trade that consists in 4is- 
tributing and interchanging their prod- 
ucts. If in the trades and occupations 
that lie at the base of production and 
prosperity, they unite the best work- 
men, render labor more efficient, make 
bargains for employment that are rea- 
sonable and can be relied upon, ind 
contribute to the peaceable and prufit- 
able working together of labor and 
capital for common results and mutual 
benefit, paying the respect to the rights 
of others and to the supremacy of law 
that ls demanded of all subjects of 
civilized government, they will have 
nothing to fear from giving those who 
o not join them an equal chance. 

WHY UNIONISM FAILS. 
There is no strefgth in a union that 
rests not upon liberty and free will, 
but upon coércion, intimidation and 
fear of violence and oppression. There 
lg no gain, but only loss to the com- 
munity, in a unionism that means a 
curtailment of production, frequent in- 


terruption of industries, turbulence and 
disorder, defiance of law and costly 


measures of repression. This is not 
only a menace to the general pros- 
perity, but to the integrity of free in- 
stitutions and the strength of the na- 
tion. It invites a contest for the de- 
fense of the safeguards of the general 
welfare. it is because our labor un- 
ions, under a headstrong and unbal- 
anced leadership, have tender so 
strongly in this dangerous direction,

Custries and in many places the lat- 
ter is coming to be preferred because

perposed turret on the Virginia class 
of battleships.

Its practical oper- 
ation in time of war is much doubted, 
and from the experience so far r- 
mitted it is clear that the objections 
originally made to the system will all 
Be justified. only remedy now, 
the Board of Construction finds, is to 
leave off the upper turret.

LONDON, June 18.—English folk 
were a good deal surprised the other 
day, when they discovered that the 
British Weather Office is run, not by 
the government, but by a joint-stock 
limited labiliy company aided by a 
government subsidy. That informa- 
tion was made public by the report of 
a Parliamentary committee which was 
appointed to inquire into the affairs of 
the company, and which recommends 
that the organization be wound up and 
us work carried on in something like 
up-to-date fashion .as a regular part 
o. the machinery of the State. a 
The British Weather Office affords a 
striking example of the muddiing 
methods which characterize the man- 
agement of so many important na- 
tional institutions in this country. 
Fifty years ago it was created as a 
branch of the Board of Trade, with 
Admiral Fitzroy at its head. A few 
years later the admiral died and the 
government, anxious to shirk all pos- 
sible burdens and responsibilities, be- 
sought the Royal Society to look after 
the weather for it, promising to supply 
the necessary funds. The Royal Soc- 
lety undertook the job and appointed 
Meteorological Council to supervise

observation. No efforts whatever are 
made to forecast “cold snaps,” accu- 
rate warnings of which would enable 
fruit growers and agriculturists to 
save many thorfsands of dollars. 

In sending aut storm warnings the 
bureau is much hampered by the in- 
efficiency of the postoffice, which con- 
trols the telegraph lines, 

“Such messages,” states the recent 
committee report, “frequently reach 
their destinations fourteen hours after 
the observations on which the warn- 
ings had been based.” 

Out of 120 warning telegrams sent 
out on a certain morning only nine- 
teen were delivered on the same evea- 
ing. As for such storms as are reck- 
less enough to blow on Sundays tid- 
ings of them are more belated still. 
The postoffice accepts money for such 
messages, but the Weather Office 
being a private institution, no excep- 
tional facilities are granted for their 
transmission and no responsibility is 
assumed for their delivery. 

If the Weather Office were conducted 
as a department of the government 
messages emanating from it would be 
entitled to the exceptional treatment 
accorded government business and 
“rushed.” But as things are at pres- 
ent the rules and regulations of the 
postoffiice admit of no distinction be- 
tween a trivial private message and a 
telegram conveying information of an 
approaching gale, and which, if deliv- 
ered in time, might prevent ship- 
wrecks and save many human lives. 

It is a lovely example of blind devo- 
tion to the requirements or red tape 
which is so eminently characteristic 
of British officialdom. It was some 
time ago suggested that storms might 
be forecasted with much greater acct- 
racy if arrangements were made for 
receiving meteorological reports from 
Atlantic liners fitted up with wireless 
telegraphic apparatus. That a system 
of this sort would save to the nation 
annually a thousand-fold what it cost 
is admitted. But two obstacles pre- 
vent its being carried into effect—lack 
of funds and the absence of any post- 
office facilities for the reception of 
wireless messages. And thus the 
penny wise and pound foolish policy 
has again triumphed. 

The British Board of Agriculture, in 
its way, is as antiquated and inefficient 
as the Weather Office, and there is lit- 
tle ground for expecting that under its 
control there would be much improve- 
ment in the weather forecasting. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that two of 
the members of the committee dissent 
from the recommendation that it 
should annex the Weather Office.

We are, then, to regard the sun as 
a globular sponge of prima. Every 
molecule of the sun is enveloped in 
an atmosphere of prima. These mo- 
lecular atmospheres make up the s>- 
lar globe of prima. The motos form- 
ing these molecular atmospheres do 
not abide with the molecules perma- 
nentiy. Continuously they are de- 
scending to the solar center and are 
being radiated from the center, to in- 
finitude. Thus is the solar globe of 
prima made up of ascending and de- 
scending rays of motos. 

PRINCIPLE OF INVERSE SQUARES. 

Motoic rays are radiated from the 
sun in all directions and in straight 
lines perpendicular to the center of 
the sun. All radiation is from a cen- 
ter or an axis, and in right lines per- 
pendicular to a center, or an axis. To 
this important fact is due the prin- 
ciple of inverse squares which runs 
with the laws of gravitation. electric- 
ity, magnetism, heat, light, etc.

SQUARE OF THE DISTANCE. 

The acuteness of the angle of radi- 
ation is in direct proportion to the 
length of the radius of a body. The 
greater the radius, the more acute is 
the angle of radiation, and the great- 
er the density of the body the greater 
is the density, or number, of motoic 
rays radiated. — 

Motoic rays emerging from the so- 
lar surface are almost parallel, yet, 
in traveling a distance into space 
equal to the length of the sun's ra- 
dius, they, in virtue of their radiating 
angle, spread apart, and when at the 
distance mentioned, they spread over 
a surface just four times as great in 
area as the surface of the sun. 

Take the rays radiating from one 
square foot of the sun's surface. In- 
stead of being beyond computation, 
suppose their number to be 1000. Now, 
if a sereen intercepting these rays 
were moved one radia) unit, or 430. 
000 miles from the sun, these rays 
would spread over four square feet 
of this screen. One square foot of 
the screen would receive but 250 of 
these rays, or one-fourth of the orig 
inal number. Now, according to 
Newton's law. the intensity of the 
sun's attraction is, at this distance, 
diminished to just one-fourth, or in 
exact proportion to the diminution of 
the number of rays intercepted by 
each square foot of the screen. 

Let C (Pig. 5,) represent the center 
of the sun, and a, b, c, d represent the 
spot one foot square on the surface 
of the sun from which the 1000 Fr 
are radiating. Then, at e, f. g. h 
which is two radial.units from 6. 
they, as a glance shows, spread over 
a surface two feet square, or one con. 
taining four square feet. At this 
distance of two radial units the in. 
tensity is diminished to one-fourth, 
as the square of 2 is 4.

SOUND. 

As motos of light stream through 
Elass, so motos of prima pour in and 
out of all matter. Throughout all 
space and matter there is, a contin- 
uous and unceasing flux of prima.

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Tue PaTHETIC AND TRAGIC STORY 
OF EMPIRE IN MEXICO.

HEN Napoleon was at the summit of human 
power, after Austerlitz, one brother enthroned in 
Holland and another in Naples, there was 
im Mexico, in sunny Oaxaca, an Indian 
alto Juarez, destined to give the death blow to the mete- 
orice ambitions of the Napoleonic family.

It was in the 
In 1840 the same José Gutierrez Estrada who offered 


for the Liberal party in Mexico, a forecast of the dismal 
days ci 1864-1865, when the effective strength of the party 
had dropped to 200 men, known in history as the Mexican 
Immaculates, who stood by Juarez, while the whole coun- 
try seemed to fall under the spell of Maximilian. The 
pages of history were being slowly turned. In 1847, ata 
mass meeting held in the Broadway Tabernacle, in New 
York, Horace Greeley applauded Pope Pius IX for his re- 
form measures, and Mexico réjoiced. It was a mocking 
hope. Sixteen years later, the same Pope sustained the 
French Intervention; shortly after, from the same plat- 
form, Greeley congratulated the King of Italy, for tae 
tempora! power of the Pope had ceased. In 1864, the 
Mexican delegation waited on Maximilian, headed by 
Estrada, to invite him to a crown and throne, not theirs 
t offer, and the same Pope blessed the venture. Maxi- 
milian doubted the authenticity of the invitation, and

repeated the call, backing it with the votes of the munici- 
palities, a farce that later fell of its own weight.

taro. This collapse of the empire was precipitated by 
the action of the United States government, which had 
issued victorious from the Civil War. Secretary Seward 
used the cable freely, and the cable was in its infancy, so 
it is said the message cost the American government 
$15,090. But it brought about the withdrawal of the 
French support. Gen. Grant also sent Gen. Sheridan to 
the Texan frontier with “an army of observation.” The 
American troops watched with impatience the desultory 
fighting in the vicinity of Matamoros, and were all the 
time m sympathy with the Juarez men, but could not 
mix in, badly as they wanted to. Sheridan could not 
send any troops to the other side of the Rio Grande 
without the sanction of Congress and the War Depart- 
ment, 80 it is said he gave one of the brigades a leave of 
absence“ That settled the question so far as Matamoros 
was concerned. Some of the Americans who thus volun- 
tarily mixed into the Mexican dispute afterward settled 
in the country that they had helped to free. 

The last moments of Maximilian were graced with na- 
tive modesty, a chivalry that was pathetic, a bravery that 
might well have become a worthier cause. He was ta- 
Ken prisoner by the Republicans May 15, 1867. and the 
secret of his capture only was learned on April 26, 1891, 
on the death of his friend, Col. Miguel Lopez, accused of 
treachery, but who for nearly a quarter of a century bore 
the stigma of undeserved reproach. Canon Soria, father 
confessor to Maximilian, has said the Emperor died in 
the belief that Carlota had passed away, but Gen. Pra- 
dillo says the Emperor knew his beautiful wife had lost 
her reason, but had enjoined him not to speak of it. 
When the order was given to start for the little Hill of 
Bells, where the execution was to take place, Maximilian 
wrapped several handkerchiefs over his heart to keep the 
blood stains from his suit. Riding toward the Hill, he 
exclaimed: “There I thought to float my flag. There I 
die. Life is a comedy. What a beautiful day to die!” 
On reaching the place, the door of the coach would sot 
open, and he got out of the window, and in a moment 
was face-to-face with 4000 troops of the republic he had 
tried to undermine. Turning to the firing squad, after 
having insisted that Miramon take the center of the !ittle 
group of three, Maximilian called out to them: “I par- 
don ali, and ask all to pardon me, and I hope that the 
blood I now shed for Mexico may be for her good. Long 
live Mexico! Long live independence!” He gave each of 
the figing squad a gold ounce, asking them not to strike 
his face, so his relatives might recognize him. Then, 
placing his hand on his breast as a mark for the soldiera, 
he sighed out his life. 

In a marble crypt of the Capuchin Church at Vienna 
repose the remains of the misguided but heroic Mexican 
Emperor, who might, but for his ill-advised venture, to- 
day have been the Emperor of Austria.

If one cannot 
afford to employ a superintendent, one cannot afford to 
build. This does not mean that someone should be on 
the ground all the time, but that it should be inspected 
once in every day or two. With work of exceptional size 
and importance there should be someone on it most of 
the time. 

Thus, as shown, there are four cardinal points which 
should be considered with a view of reducing to a mini- 
mum the anxieties of building. First, a carefully pre- 
pared set of plans. Second, work let by contract after | |

Fourth, a capable superintendent to see 
that the plans are carried out, that the money is properly 
applied, and that it is paid only when it is due.

There is great pleasure in building a house in this way. 
No one can afford to build in any other —to face the vex- 
ation of spirit, loss of interest and vain regrets. In 
other channels of business the man who mak*s nvest- 
ments knows where his money is going and what he is 
going to get for it. Generally speaking, building work 
is done in a more slipshod ind unbu-inesslike way than

Walnut Blight.

Santa Fe Active. 


OME months ago it was announced that the Santa 

Fé would become an active competitor of the South- 
ern Pacific's in securing the deciduous fruit shipping of 
the North. The road has made and is now getting 
a lot of it. The railroad company is running steamers 
on the Sacramento River regularly collecting fruit, 
which is delivered at Antioch and there loaded upon the 
refrigerators for the Bast. Whether the new aciiviiies 
of this railroad will affect fruit delivery in the south 
more favorably, it is reasonable to suppose that the 
north is already feeling safer, and that the fruit grow- 
ers committee on transportation may now curtail its 
old-time activities. 


Ceachella Active. 


HAVE it from a farmer at Coachella, below Indio, 

that the melon or cantaloupe business is starting 
out with a profitable rush this season. About the mid- 
de of June carioad shipments of cantaloupes began 
and by the 25th over 50 carloads had been dispatched, 
the melons bringing as high as $4 and $5 per crate.

VERYTHING relating to the work of biack scale 

killers is tread with interest since the African fly 
has shown its powers forcibly. I read in an exchange 
that James Miils of Riverside has found the Rhizobius 
working havoc with the scale in San Diego county, and 
we are finding this ladybird unusually numerous in Los 
Angeles county. Introduced from Australia tevelve years 
sgo this insect has been doing good in certain localities 
ever since, but not proving a controlling factor any- 
where outside the coast neighborhoods. Besides the 
ladybug family there are five or six other black scale 
parasites that assist in a measure in reducing the num- 
ber of scale. Public opinion is gradually placing the 
beneficial insects where they belong and realizing that 
were it not for their assistance farming in the mild 
‘limate of Southern California would be difficult in- 
deed. 


rrigation Incidents 


EVERAL small farms coming under my observa- 

tion during the last week were run to berries, corn 
and potatoes last season and were necessarily cultivated 
and irrigated thoroughly: This season some of them 
were sown to barley, raising heavy crops where adjoin- 
ing lands produced barley scarcely worth harvesting. 
There is considerable discussion among the grain far- 
mers concerning the adoption of better methods of grain 
sowing, one of them informing me that he would here- 
after break his acreage into rentals of not more than 
100 acres each, in order to secure a better class of work.

A CHEROKEE NEWSPAPER. 

“The Cherokee Advocate” is one of the oldest and 
most remarkable newspapers in the United States. It 
is the officia! organ of the Cherokee Nation, and is pub- 
lished at Tahlequah at the nation's It is a five- 
column folio weekly, half of which is printed in the 
Cherokee language. It is strictly non-partisan, and is 
forbidden by law to deal in politics. Indians who read 
only Cherokee get the paper free. The total circulation 
is about 1000. The cost of publication is about $2500 a 
year over and above receipts from advertisements. The 
expense is met by an annual appropriation. The sal- 
ary of the editor is $600 and a nice home. He is ap- 
pointed by the national council. 

The paper has been in existence since 1840. It discon- 
tinued publication upon the opening of the Rebellion, 
but started again in 1867. It continued until 1874, when 
a fire destroyed the plant. it resumed publication in 
1877 and has been running ever since. The sole object 


of this paper is to perpetuate the Cherokee language.—
